SUMMARY:: Noticeis hereby given that the U.S. Internationd Trade Commission has determined
not to review two initid determinations (“1Ds’) issued by the presding adminigtrative law judge (*ALJ’)
in the above-captioned investigation finding respondents Dynamik Exhaust Industry Co., Ltd.
(“Dynamik”), and Modern Work, Inc. (“Modern Work™) in default.

SUPPLEMENTARY INFORMATION: On June 16, 2003, the Commission ingtituted an
investigation based on acomplaint filed by Auto Meter Products, Inc. (“Auto Meter”) of Sycamore,
[llinois. Twelve companies were named as respondents. 68 Fed. Reg. 37023 (June 20, 2003). Auto
Meter's complaint aleges violations of section 337 of the Tariff Act of 1930 in the importation and sale
of certain automotive measuring devices, products containing same, and bezdls for such devices, by
reason of infringement of U.S. Registered Trademark Nos. 1,732,643 and 1,497,472, and U.S.
Supplemental Register No. 1,903908, and infringement of the complainant’ s trade dress.
Subsequently, seven more firms were added as respondents. The investigation was terminated asto



five respondents on the basis of consent orders.

On June 7, 2004, the ALJ issued two IDs (Orders Nos. 31 and 32) in which the ALJ found
respondents Dynamik and Modern Work in default. Parties found in default waive their rights to
appear, to be served with documents, and to contest the alegations at issue in thisinvestigation. 19
C.F.R. 210.16(b)(3). No party petitioned for review of the IDs.

The authority for the Commission’s determination is contained in section 337 of the Tariff Act
of 1930, asamended (19 U.S.C. 1337), and in section 210.42 of the Commission’s Rules of Practice
and Procedure (19 C.F.R. 210.42).
